Boston, April 2.—The milk "strike" 


«fe on In earnest, and each contestant in 
the milk war over the price of a cau 
of inllk in this city, the producer 01 
farmer, aad the contractor or whole- 
saler, l» claiming a victory in the firs 
teat of rtrflogtb. The producers are as- 
serting that yesterday's supply for the 
Boston- market was at least 15,000 cans 
below the noriaal. 
The contractors 


admit tHat the shortage averaged about 
one-thlfdj which means in round num- 
bers 10,dOO cans. 


The consumers were not placed on 


short rations, however. The contrac- 
tors, anticipating that their full con- 
signments of milk would not be re- 
ceived, had taken the precaution to 
hare their tanks stored to their fullest 
capacity on Sunday. 
The consumer 


will, therefore, have milk enough for 
today and probably for tomorrow. The 
contractor^ say there is no question re- 
garding a full supply on any succeed- 
ing day, even though the strike runs 
Into next week: that they have ar- 
ranged for other sources of supply, 
which win preclude the possibility of 
any milk drought., 


On the other hand, tbe producers as- 


sert that the shortage of 15,000 cans 
will be increased by half as many 
more cans tomorrow. 
They add that 


the farmers are determined to fight tu 
a finish, and reassert their former state- 
ment that If the regular contractors do 
not take their milk some others will.

which a great quantity of blood had 
flowed, and it was feared be was dy- 
ing. Later he rallied and was removed 
to thp hospital. 


Two men weut to Rubiuoffs house 


Sunday evening aud asked for a room 
for the night. 
They were assigned to 


a room on the third floor, which con- 
tained three beds, and nothing more 
was heard from them. 
About two 


house later four more men applied for 
lodgings and they also were sent to the 
third floor room. 
Both Mr. and Mrs. 


Kubinoff claim that no disturbance oc- 
curred during the night, and nothing 
was seen of any of the men until yes* 
terday afternoon, when one of them 
came down stairs with a glass and 
asked for water. He said he wished to 
take some medecine.

Nothing more was said or thought of

opened the door she saw the uncon- 
scious body of Heagan lying in a pool

The other lodgers were not to be seen.

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It was a queer chapter of accidents 


that overtook the bark Nonesuch on the 
South American coast in the year 18TO. 
!We were bound from Philadelphia to 
Pernambuco, being a well found craft 
and a willing crew, and we lost a man 
overboard before we had been out 24 
hours. Off the Bahamas the second 
mate and two men pulled away in the 
dingey to inspect some wreckage which 
seemed to prove the loss of a steamer, 
and as they were returning a small 
whale rose under the boat and smashed 
toer to match wood, and then two sail- 
ors were drowned. This left us three 
men short, and we put in at the Wind- 
ward islands to replace them. After 
touch trouble we got two men, but as 
we were leaving port the captain w,as 
\»ltten on the cheek and the first mate 
*n the hand by*a flying Insect some- 
*liat resembling the so called "darning

tieedles" to be found in the United 
States. Within an hour they were suf- 
fering aa much as if they had been j 
etung by an asp. 


The captain's wife was aboard, and 


of course she did all in her power, but 
!t was three or four days before the 
men could move about again, and then 
only the mate could return to duty. 
0?he captain had what seemed to be a 
carbuncle appear under his right eye, 
and for ten days he suffered so acutely 
that at times he was out of his senses. 
We should have run into Demerara had 
he not begun to Improve, but it would 
have been better had we done so any- 
bow. The two fellows we picked up at 
the Windward islands proved to be 
worthless sailors and bad men, and 
they worked the bark an evil turn. 
One night as we lay becalmed, with the 
captain and mate still suffering from 
fljo pp)«OTir>T|«i riftoa, tlinv ovcrriOTrpr'1'! 
and bound the second mate, provision- 
ed and lowered a boat and induced four 
cf the original crew to embark with 
them. 
We afterward came to know 


that they had been talking a great deal 
•bout a treasure buried on the Dutch 
Guiana coast, from which we were dis- 
tant about 75 miles. We were thus left 
vritb only .three able hands aboard, and 
the captain's wife had to take her 
trick at the wheel while .we headed for 
Cayenne to get relief. We had crawled 
•long to within 30 miles off the French 
penal port when the wind headed us, 
and we could do no better than drift 
off to the eastward and wait for a 
change. 


After about 30 hours of drifting the 


nrind changed In our favor, and one 
morning at sunrise we were soaking 
abift to get on our course again when 
we etpled i raft with 12 men on/it 
close at hand. With the naked eye one 
could make «vt that, they were clothed 
In convict garb, and of course the de- 
duction was that they had escaped 
from the coast There were two rude 
palls on the raft, and the clumsy struc- 
ture cad had_ a fair jrcczo behind her 


for a day ^.^ ^ ua.i. ^is the raft wa^ 
not easily managed, we could have 
evaded it by putting up our helm. We 
were for doing this at once, all but the 
captain's wife. She knew .they were 
convicts and desperate men and that 
once aboard of us we should be at 
their uiercy, but she nevertheless in- 
sisted tbnt we should pick them up. 
They were 50 miles off the coast, with 
the signs of a storm coming on, and she 
declared that it would be a cruel act 
to leave them to perish. I was of a 
rnind to lock her up in tier stateroom 
and dodge the raft; but the other two 
men were against me, and ten minutes 
later the float was alongside and "the 
convicts were climbing aboard. I ex- 
pected nothing less than an immediate 
attack from them' for 12 tougher look- 
ing men.I never set eyeg on; but, to my 
surprise, they halted at the rail.while 
their leader advanced, dofftid his cap, 
with a scrape of his foot, and in pas- 
sable English inquired for the captain. 
He was told of the captain's illness 
and of our being short handed, anVl he 
bowed and scraped again and said to 
the woman: 


"Madam, have no fears. You prob- 


ably know' that we are escaped con 
victs from Cayenne, but no man will 
offer harm to any one aboard. 
We 


may be robbers and murderers, bat 
ire are also gentlemen in a way. There 
Is bad weather coming on. We have 
arrivtd at an opportune moment. 
Most of us are sailors, and all of us 
are at your orders." 


When I looked into their vicious 


faces, I could net help but suspect that 
they had a game to play and were only 
delaying it, but it was policy to take 
them at their word. As soon as the 
captain and mate heard of the arrival 
of the gang they became almost panic 
stricken and advised this and that, and 
the wife was the only one who had the 
least confidence in the promises made. 
It was well that she had and that her 
advice to trust them was followed by 
all of us. We could not have kept them 
from coming aboard with our feeble 
crew, and to have shown our distrust 
afterward would have angered them. 
They took hold with us at once after 
being given food, and before night we 
had cause to rejoice that they were 
with us. We got dirty weather, which 
lasted three days, and but for their aid 
the Nonesuch would have become a 
helpless wreck or gone to the bottom. 
We had to run off to tbe'east during 
this spell, and it was only when the 
weather cleared that the leader of the 
convicts had a conference with the cap- 
tain and his wife and asked that his 
gang be set ashore in Brazilian territo- 
ry. This was promised him, and I 
must say that 1 never worked with a 
more cheerful and willing crew aboard 
of any craft. Seven of the'12 had been 
convicted of murder, and all were des- 
perate men, but they were as obedient 
as children and as good natured as you 
please. They were careful of their lan- 
guage, respectful in their demeanor, 
and not once did I hear one of them 
grumble or complain. We ran into the 
Amazon and up that river for 40 miles 
to set them ashore. In his gratitude to 
them the captain gave them sailcloth 
for two tents, a musket, a lot of clothes 
from the slop ohest and all ttie provi- 
sions we could spare. With cooking 
utensils, fishhooks and a few carpen- 
ters' tools they were fairly wall rigged 
out for a life on the banks of the stream 
for half a year to come, and at parting 
there were as much handshakings and 
as many farewells as if a band of old 
friends was breaking up. Thei^escape 
from the'colony was a desperate one 
and the authorities made an exhaustive 
search; but, so far aa I have been able 
to learn, not one of the dozen has ever 
been retaken.

HEARTH FIRES WHICH ARE NEVER 


ALLOWED TO DIE OUT. 


The Manner In Which the 


Fir* I* Generated—A. Peculiar Cere- 
mony Which Illustrated the V»»i 


I of the Socrea Fire. 


The domestic hearth fire is sacred 


tmong all Slavic peoples, without distinc- 
tion of stage of culture. It may nerer be 
started by blowing with the mouth. A 
bride, on entering her new homo, is led 
thrice around the hearth by the grooms- 
man. She must stir the fire with the pok- 
er aiid utter ttie following words: "As 
many as the sparks that fly, so many 
may the cattle be and so rnaay the male 
offspring that shall bless onr now borne." 


The form of the andiron in the peas- 


ants' houses has from time .immemorial 
been either where one side is shaped to 
represent a snake aud the other the head, 
of a cock or where some domestic auitnal 
is represented. The tiro oil the neuriu is 
never permitted to go out. It is the eter- 
nal sacred lire of the peasant's home. Its 
extinction betokens misfortune or is a 
sign that some member of the familjr will 
die. 


The servants employed' oa the farm 


father about the fire and pass away the 
long autumn and winter evenings in. live- 
ly conversation. On Christmas eve the 
sacred billet, badujak. is lighted, and is 
sprinkled by the father of the house with 
wine, olive oil and honey. On St. Iran's 
day the Ivan's fire is lighted and main- 
tained the whole night. The younjr people 
of the village gather together and dance 
the kolo, accompanying their dance with 
songs. But the ''living fire" is prized 
most highly of all, because, as the Slavic 
tradition goea in the Balkan peninsular 
and the Carpathians, it posseses special 
curative powers. 


The living fire is generated as follows: 
In some places (as in the mountains of 


old Servia) it is customary to select two 
children, a boy and a girl, between 11 
and 14 years 'of age, who are intrusted 
with kindling the fire. They are con- 
ducted into a perfectly dark chamber, 
where they are obliged to remove all 
their clothing and not to utter a single 
word. 
Two dry cylindrical pieces of 


linden wood are given to them, which 
they alternately rub briskly together un- 
til the pieces are ignited. 
A piece of 


tinder is fired by the sparks thus pro- 
dacad and dedicated to sacred uses. This 
manner of obtaining the sacred fire is the 
oldest, but has now passed almost alto- 
gether out of use. 


Another method prevails among the 


Servians of western Macedonia. 
Two 


slabs of oak wood are driven solidly in- 
to the earth, and in their upper extremi- 
ties two round holes are bored, in which 
a cylindrical piece of linden wood is so 
inserted that it can be rapidly rotated. 
A stout cord is drawn tight around two 
upright slabs to prevent their springing 
asunder. A primitive violin bow is then 
constructed, the string of which is wound 
once around the piece of linden wood. 
fey moving ^he bow to and fro the 
cylindrical piece of wood is brought into 
rapid rotation, and through the heat of 
friction thus generated a piece of tinder 
inserted ia the holes of the uprights is 
ignited. 


In the autumn of 1899, while in the 


Kosmaj highlands, I saw the sacred fire 
produced in a different manner. 
Two 


peasants drove two semicylindrical pieces 
of wood into the ground and drew a rope 
taut about them. 
The piece of light 


linden wood was so inserted that it conld 
be readily rotated by means of a sim- 
ple rope wrapped once around it, a Device 
which was even more efficacious, than 
that of the primitive violin bow and led 
quickly to the desired end. 


The purpose for which the tiered 


flame, or living fire, is used in the peas- 
ants' homes remains to be explained. 


While on a scientific journey in the 


interior of the great forest districts of 
Servia several years ago I accidentally 
had an opportunity of witnessing a cere- 
mony which illustrated the uses of the 
sacred tire. 


It was in the autumn. In the village of 


Setonje. at the foet of the Homolje moun- 
tains, there raged a general epidemic 
among th« children, which .the prejudiced 
peasantry concealed from the authorities 
for fear that the physician of the prov- 
ince would visit the place. Two old wo- 
men who were obliged by tradition to 
have the names Stana (from, stati, to 
stand, not to spread) repaired to a spot 
outside the village. One of them carried 
a copper kettle filled with water, tha 
other an old house lock and key. The 
first one then said. "Whither goest thouV" 
Whereupon the one with the lock i'n her 
band answered, "I have come to lock out 
misfortune from the Tillage." With these 
words, aha turned the lock and cast it, 
together with the key, into tbffNkettle of 
water.- She then walked thrice around 
the village, repeating each time the game 
ceremony as she passed the "woman of 
the kettle." 


In the meantime all the inhabitants of 


the village gathered together, arrayed in 
festive attire, having extinguished before 
leaving home the fires burning on. their 
hearths. Two sturdy peasants then con- 
structed on a hillttck to the right of en 
oak tree a tunnel sufficiently high to ena- 
ble a person to crawl through comforta- 
bly on all fours. Lengthwise in the tun- 
nel a wide board was laid, and at its exit 
a second board was claced crosswise, the 
two together forming a T. In the mean- 
time an old woman and an old man bad 
kindled on both sides of the tunnel the 
"living fire." When everything wai 
ready, the woman with the kettle took 
her place to the right of the fire at the 
entrance to the tunnel, and the woman 
With the lock was stationed at the other 
•nd. To the left of the exit a peasant 
woman with a large pot of milk stood. 


! (To every one who crept through the tun.* 
' Del she gave a sup of milk from a wood- 
en spoon. At the other end of the tunnel 
fttood a pot containing melted hog's fat, 
Into the surface of which, each person 
tared as he crept through. Then on the 
back of each person that crept through a 
third peasant woman drew a cross with a 
piece ot charcoal. After all had crept 
through each perse" pre'ent placed! f<"- 
eral of the glowing coals in a jar and 
hurried home to kindle the fires of their 
hearths. They then cast some of the 
Charred wood into a vessel containing wa- 
ter and drank of it in order to reader

AFTER CHINA'S RICHES. 


English Capitalists Grabbing at 


China's Coal Lands. 


TO WESTEEN WOEKINGMEU, 


Menace to Russia a Cover 


For Her Own Schemes—American 


| Consul's Report ISzposes the Doable 


! Dealing of Great Britain. 


. While Great Britain is frantically 
calling upon the United States to assist 
•in the attempt to arrest the great tidal 
movement of- Russia in China, while 
British and Russian troops face each 
other in Tien-tsln, while Japan is con- 
centrating her warships on the Korean 
coast to embarrass Russia—and a sin- 
gle rifle shot may he the signal for the 
mightiest and bloodiest conflict in his- 
tory—the key of the British interest in 
their vast scene of conquest and in- 
trigue is kept carefully out of sight. 


Lord Pauncefote has exhausted his 


eloquence in the effort to convince 
President McKinley and Secretary Hay 
that the possession of Manchuria by 
Russia will mean the closing of Man- 
churian ports to our trade and that 
Great Britain is simply fighting the 
battle of the civilized and commercial 
world in her opposition to Russia. 
v 


But in the archives of the state de- 


partment, says James Creelman in the 
New York Journal, is a^repor't from Mr. 
Ragsdale, the American consul at Tien- 
tsin, which shows tlial^a"Britisli syn- 
dicate," headed by the .Rothschilds, has 
secured from the Chinese ^government 
concessions so vast as to threaten the 
foreign market in Asia of all countries. 
These concessions are almost beyond 
belief, yet the facts were officially re- 
ported in detail to our government three 
years ago. 


The Peking Syndicate ojMiondotr has 


wrung from China concessions amount- 
Ing to 71,000 square miles of the prov- 
inces of Shansi and Honan. This in- 
cludes an unbroken anthracite coal 
vein extending through 3,500 square 
miles. It also includes immense tracts 
of petroleum and iron. The British 
have in their hands the richest prize 
in the whole world. Minister Wu has 
within a few days declared In public 
that the coalfields of Sbansi, which 
are now ia control of the Peking'Syndi- 
cate, are rich enoufh 'to supply the 
world with the finest coal for 8,000 
years at the present rate of consump- 
tion. Not only have the British -cap- 
italists secured this key to the whole 
interior industry and trade of China, 
but they also have an almost unlimited 
right to build branch railways con- 
necting these coal, iron and petroleum 
fields with trunk railways and rivers. 
They have planned lines of transporta- 
tion into the Yang-tse-Kiang valley 
.which will enable them to convert the 
cheap labor of the teeming Chinese 
millions into an economic peril to ev- 
ery other country. 


Not a word has been uttered on this 


subject iu tbo present crisis, yet the 
Russianizing of Manchuria is a paltry 
and irrelevant natter compared with 
•this mighty British plan for the inte- 
rior subjugation of China. It is a mere 
question of ceremony In Tien-tsin, this 
sndden bristling of Russian and British 
bayonets, but elsewhere in China it Is 
a struggle to the death between Great 
Britain and Russia for the political and 
commercial domination of Asia. 


While the British are attempting to 


arouse in the people of America a feel- 
ing of hostility to Russia, they aro 
keeping out of sight the stupendous 
scheme of industrial and commercial 
conquest organized and owned by the 
great Peking syndicate .of London. 
What does it mean to the United 
States, whose statesmen are preparing 
for an enmillioned future in China? 
For three years every important Re- 
publican leader, from President Mc- 
Kinley to Senator Banna, has pointed 
to the mysterious, enchanting, unde- 
fined wealth of hoary China, has pic- 
tured scenes of peaceful trade victory 
among the 400,000,000 Chinese. 


I$ut at this nic^cnt xrc catch a 


glimpse of the ghastly truth. 
With 


thousands of miles of conl and iron 
and petroleum in their hands, the Brit- 
ish can utilize Chinese labor at from 
2% to 10 cents a day, accoi ding to skill, 
and overwhelm and ingulf the markets 
of Asia, if not paralyze the markets of 
Europe and America. This is a tre- 
mendous hour ia history. The whole 
future economics of the human race 
seem to binge upon events in gray, old, 
feeble China. 


Great Britain shrieks, "Stop, thief!" 


at Russia, puffs up and intensifies the 
vanity and greed of Japan and seeks 
to secure the support of th« United 
States, while she herself has secured 
the very heart of the real wealth of 
China and Is preparing to drive all 
competitors to destruction by her mo- 
nopoly of thousands and thousands of 
miles of era!, iron and petroleum in 
Sbansi and Honan, which the cheap 
ilabor of China is to turn against all 
{rivals. 
, Read the official report of Consul 
iRagadale to Secretary Hay and then 
..consider the claims fef the British to be 


looked upon as philanthropists !r. Chi- 
na. Consider also the manner in which 
the British are now attempting to drag 
the United States, to their support: 


I hare th» honor to report tbs firat concession 


«v«r iraaUd by tk» imperial dnnese govercjnent 
to « fortijn ijmdicate, by the terms of which for- 
eigner! hive the right to ojwn »nd vroii mines, 
construct anti operate railways »ud til entirely 
tree from Chine*! control other than the payment 
of a royalty and conformity with the general laws 
ot the empire as applicable to fordjiiers. 


On tb« «8t day o» May, 189S, there were tinned, 


in the presence pf the ministers of the tming-li- 
yamra, articles e'f agreement which ceded to ifie 
Peking Syndicate limited of London the sole 
right to opan and work the coal and iron deposits 
of central and southern Shansi and the petroleum 
deposits of the entire province; also the right to 
construct and operate all necessary railways to 
main truck lines and navigable waters for export- 
ing the mining products. 


The agreement was signed by order of imperial 


•diet, stamped wlttt the seal of tbe tsung-Ii-yainca 
Is a Msi'ble sign of imperial sanction and author- 
ity, and the whole proceedings were verified and 
ratified by the British and Italian ministers to 
China. 


The sisninjt of this contract marks the most 


important epoch in the industrial policy of China. 
The precedent lias been established of, allowing 
foreigners, for commercial purposes, to own real 
estate in tbe intener of China, open and operate 
mines and construct and maintain railways. * * 


The syndicate has the right to Jpild all lieccs- 


Kiry roads and bridges, open or 'deepen canals or 
rivers and construct all railways to connect mines 
with main trunk railways or navigable waters. 


In case China goes to war the syndicate will 


obey the orders of tbo Clun«se government pro- 
hibiting aid to the enemy. 


Tbe Faking Syndicate is composed of a. few men 


who control immense capital and who have ob- 
tained the moat valuable concessions China could 
make. The preliminary work has been in prog' 
ress for over two years. The concessions will ba 
worked by the Anglo-Italian syndicate, with » 
capital of £6,000,000. 


The tuccess of this enterprise is due, first, to 


the fact that the syndicate was willing to spend 
money upon the chance ot getting a, concession 
and that after sending its general agent to 
China it simply allowed him to manage affairs 
.here and kept him supplied with money. Then 
the agent, -Mi'. A. Luzzattl, has shown wonderful 
tact in dealing -w^th Chinese officials, judgment in 
(electing his assistants and in utilizing all avail- 
able means to success and untidying perseverance. 


The province of Shansi lies to the west of Chi-H. 


It consists of an interior plateau of 3,000 feet ele- 
vation, more or leu cut up by rivers. This plateau 
is bounded on all sides by mountains rising to 
8,000 and 14,000 feet above the sea. In eorao 
places these raitg«3 tavc been cut through by 
rivers, but in, all parts they are rugged, and 
transportation must be effected by pack mules or 
camels. In the eastern portion of the province 
and running into tbe province of Honan are de 
posits of anthracite coal. 
The western half has 


bituminous coal covering some 12,009 square miles, 
and all alone the western boundary are deposits 
of petroleum. At many ^different points in the 
coal region are deposits of rich iron ore. 


The coal strata are practically horizontal and 


It an elevation of about 2,500 feet. They show 
wherever erosion has cut to a sufficient depth 
This anthracite coal vein ii unbroken over an area 
of 13,500 square miles, and its thickness varits 
from 25 to 50 feet, aa average of 40 feet.

in quality or quantity of coal or the possibility 
of cheap production. In addition to the conccs 
•ion in Shansi there was signed on tbe 21st o: 
June an identical agreement cedmj to the Pelting 
syndicate all tbtt portion of ilonan north ot tlv 
Yellow river (about 10,000 square miles) and an 
other agreement by the terms of which all ot the 
mountainous port ot Qoatn south ot the Yellow 
river is ceded to the syndicate at coon as work is 
begun on the Sbanai concesrfons. The total area 
of these concession* is 71,000 square mile's, equa 
to England and Scotland. 


The railway over which the Britisl

I looms up as a person to be reckoned 


i with later in national politics. He la 
an easy possibility for senator to con- 
test the' seat of Foraker. one of the 
strongest administration men, he is a 
possibility for governor of Ohio 
and 


Henry George, the younger, has said 
that Johnson may be a candidate for 
president. Johnson operates in politics 
under the name of democrat. 


It is difficult even in Cleveland to 


explain the success of Johnson. Two 
causes have contributed, however, and 
they were Johnson's socialistic tenden- 
cies, something of the Golden Rule 
Jones pattern, and the fact that the 
republican candidate, though an excel- 
lent man himself, was believed to be 
favorable to the re-establishment of 
the McKisson machine in Cleveland, 
The people fought that machine before 
and are strongly opposed to it. But in 
face of ttis was the other condition 
that Johnson is a comparative stranger 
to Cleveland and but recently left off 
making millions in a stiff railroad deal 
Ing as any man ever filled his Dockets 
with. In addition, it is not long since 
Detroit drummed Johnson and Pin- 
gree out of the city because of their 
questionable railroad schemes unaer 
the guise of municipal ownership. Per- 
hapfi it was in that city that John- 
eon got his municipal ownership rep- 
utation, for It was there that hie" shout- 
ed eo much about it to make a big 
street railroad deal. 
, However, Johnson now styles him- 
eelf a municipal ownership and single 
tax advocate. These policies were his 
platform in the Cleveland contest that 
closed yesterday. He promises three- 
cent fares, will woik for municinal 
ownership and will strive to brine 
about the day of single tax. He made 
arguments vigorously and it is report- 
ed that his gains were more among the 
wealthy classes than among the wort-

because It will not look properly to 
vaccination, and the board of health 
was able to predict the result of this 
absence of attention. The pupil* of the 
public schools of 
Manhattan, New 


York city, are comparatively free from 
the disease because the proper steps 
have been taken. But there are still 
thousands of persons in Greater New 
York who have not been vaccinated 
and the health board predicts that 
there will be more cas«s this m'onth 
than in any month since' last Novem- 
ber when the disease became epi- 
demic. 


We must not think that 
because 


Greater New York and its dens and 
denizens are so different from us that 
for that reason we are tolerably safe 
in comparison, if not actually secure, 
from the ravages of small pox. An- 
othpp item ii the same column of the 
Medical Record should go far to in- 
fluence us agair.st such an opinion and 
influence us in the direction of all pos- 
sible precaution. The item we refer to 
is as follows: 


"It is reported from Seaford, Sussex 


cour ty, Delaware, a town of 1,700 in- 
habitants, that there are 50 cases of 
vanoioid (small pox) within its con- 
fines. The disease is stated to be of a 
mild type, and there has been only one 
death. 


"The Wilmington Methodist Episco- 


pal conference should have held its an- 
nual meeting at Seaford, but was ad- 
vised by the state board of health not 
to do so." 


The possibility of 50 cases to every 


1,700 people in North Adams, cases no 
more dangerous than those in North 
Pownal ,must serve to sober our pub- 
lic opinion and direct us into the 
skilled hatids of the chairman of the 
board of health since in this city there 
are up'wards of 24,000 souls. 
At this 


rate, in North Adams we might have 
over 700 cases of small pox today. 


The extreme of what a small pox 


epidemic can do is set forth in several 
of the tables included in the health re- 
ports carefully collected and printed in 
:he issoie of the Medical Record to 
which we have referred. One of the 
:ables shows that there are SOO or 400 
cases of small pox reported 
to the 


health authorities in the United States 
n the week ending March 23. That is 
bad enough, but other tables, having 
:o do with insular territory show a 
number of cases in Porto Rico and the 
Philippines reaching to about 140, and 
the deaths in Barcelona, Spain from 
January 1 to March 2, a period of two 
months, amount to no less than 253 
'rom small pox, 
These facts and figures instruct us to 


follow our health authorities.

LOCAL NEWS. 


So far nothing has appeared to in- 


dicate that the board of health has not 
taken proper steps to prevent a small 
pox epidemic in this city, nor has any- 
thing appeared to indicate • that 
the 


board has not met with intelligent co- 
operation on the part of public school 
officials, the manufacturers and the 
people as a whole. Though it has been 
a matter of great expense and painful 
inconvenience to the people the sug- 
gestions and orders of the board of 
health as to vaccination have been 
heeded and acted upon in a degree that 
must be gratifying to the board and 
which shows the reasonableness and 
intelligence of the community. The 
value- of the health board's precautions 
may be illustrated by some news notes 
and figures found in this week's issue 
of the Medical Record, one of the Tran- 
script's most valued exchanges. Re- 
garding the epidemic of small pox in 
New Tork the Record says: 


"Three deaths from small pooc and 18 


new cases were reported to the board 
of health last week. Eight of the new 
cases are from Brooklyn, and the pa- 
tients are school children, bearing out 
the prediction made weeks ago by the 
hfealth board physicians that the fail- 
ure of the old Brooklyn school board to* 
enforce vaccination 
in the schools 


would result in many cases among the 
pupils. 


"Very few pupils in Manhattan have 


had the dfoease. The physicians of the 
board are averaging about 10,000 vac- 
cinations a week. 


There are thousands of persons in 


this city who have never been vac- 
cinated. 


"The health authorities predict that 


thl» month there will be more cases 
than in any month since the disease be 
came- epidemic in November."

It may 
be said of him that he was no more 
than true to his convictions according 
to his lights; but another truth m this 
connection is that Aguinaldo has never 
been sufficiently formidable to this 
country to invoke a serious personal 
antipathy to him? He has been an- 
noying and embarassing, rather than 
Jan.£c4oas .a a. v.orso sense. It *s r.^1 
fuliy settled either as yet that he is 
as yet the soul and center of the op- 
positon our government is encounter- 
ing in the Philippines. It may be that 
his importance is magnified, and the 
little bitterness that has been mani- 
fested toward him, even by those who 
are certain that the Filipinos 
are, 


wrong in this contest, tends to show 
that, even if he is this soul and cen- 
ter, be is- not greatly feared in that 
respect.—Boston Herald.

Pickled, railroad ties are now befog 


used to a great extent all over tLe 
country. 
A number of railroads, In- 


cluditig tbe Burlington, the Santa Fe 
and the Southern Pacific, have plants 
of their own in which the ties are 
pickled. How to preserve tbe ties and 
add to their life and durability lias 
been a serious problem for railroad 
operatives ever siuce the early days of 
transportation by rail. The constant 
wear and tear of ties has necessitated 
their replacement as soon as they were 
perceptibly worn.

Tbe ties are put In 
large airtight cylinders, the air Is 
pumped out and the ties are heated by 
steam. Tbe chemicals are then pump- 
ed In and the ties kept In the solution 
under high pressure until they are aat« 
Heated.—Philadelphia Record,

serious matter. Today about half the 
drug stores in the city announced new 
hours for Sunday, to begin next Sun- 
day. 
Others announced that they 


would keep open only from 12 to 2, as> 
formerly. 


Those who will n'ot open except for 


the usual time are O. A. Hastings, P. 
J. Malone, Wallace Kearn, and Carl M. 
Farley, C. G. Bartlett said today that 
he had not yet decided what to do. The 
Franco American also announces 
its 


intention of holding to the usual hours. 


T. C. Farley of Hoiden street, J. H. 


C. Pratt of Main street and John A. 
Rice of Main street, will keep open all 
day next Sunday, Mr. Farley having 
done this last Sunday. Mr. Rice and 
Mr. Pratt say they do so under protest 
E. C. Blossom of Main street will open 
his store from 9 to 10.30 a. m., fro-n 12 
to 1 p. m., and from 6 to 7.30 p. m. The 
Wilson house drug store will of c'ourse 
follow its new custom begun last Sun- 
day of being open all day. 


The question as to l.'ow the doctors 


view the matter has been asked more 
frequently since 
the 
announcement 


that some of the doctors who signed 
the petition did not intend t'o ask that 
all drug stores be open all day Sun- 
day. The doctors of the city have 
therefore been asked to state 
their 


opinion on the matter. Most c-f them 
speak freely, but while there are some 
varying suggestions, the replies may 
all be classed under two divisions those 
who think at least one drug store 
should be open all day Sunday, and 
those who do not think it advisable 
that any should open more than their 
former hours. 


The following are very briefly dome 


of the replies received from those doc- 
tors who are favorable to Sunday open 
ing, at least for 'one store, several mak- 
ing the suggestion that the druggists 
should be able to arrange a schedule 
whereby one should op£n every Sunday 


Dr. Homer Bushnell believes that 


Sunday opening is demanded by the 
needs of a city of this size. 


Dr. W- S. Carr thinks the 
stores 


should be open for the sale of drugs, 
and that too much is being made of 
the question. 


Dr. N. M. Crofts thinks the public 


convenience calls for Sunday opening. 


Dr. C. J. Curran thinks that while 


not absolutely necessary Sunday open- 
ing is a decided convenience, and that 
the stores should 'open. 


Dr. G. A. Fagan believes that. Sun- 


day opening is a desirable thing. 


Dr. J. R. Hobble thinks- that public 


convenience is best served by Sunday 
opening. 


Dr. J. H. A. Matte is heartily in 


favor of Sunday opening. 


Dr. T. ,T. Putnam believes that at 


least one store sh'ould be open all daj 
Sunday. 


Dr G. V. Simpson favors Sunday 


opening for the public 
convenience 


and necessity. 


Dr. C. W. Wright says: I don't know 


that 1 have any particular apology t'o 
offer for having signed the petition, as 
requested. I did not sign it for the 
purpose 
of 
having 
any privileges 


abused. I trust to the druggists' hon'or 
for that. But 1 did sign it for the 
purpose of having some of my patients 
especially those who live 'out of the city 
able to obtain their medicines for re- 
lief, while here. Two such instances 
occurred last Sunday whereby, I be- 
lieve, suffering was relieved. 


The argument about the physicians 


having keys counts but little, as the 
physicians cannot do a pharmicists 
work in mixing drugs.

no action of mine to unnecessarily dis- 
turb the quiet of Sunday. 


Dr. J. H. Rlley is in favor of having 


the stores opened Sunday, as a matter 
of convenience to the public.

REPAINTING 
PASSENGER 
GARS 


Elaborate Repairs Now Being Made 


by Boston and Maine 


The Boston & Maine Messenger has 


the folio-wit • of interest in connection 
with the renovation of the passenger 
cars: 


The passenger equipment of the Bos- 


ton & Maine railroad, n-hich. now num- 
bers in all 1483 cars, and in size exceed- 
ed only by the Pennsylvania railroad, 
and possibly the New York Central or 
the New "Sork, New Haven & Hart- 
ford, is undergoing Its annual thorough 
overhauling, that is, cleaning, painting 
when n •> ssary and varnishing, the 
•tt-ork being done at the shops of the 
company located at l^awrence, Somer- 
ville, Fitchburg,' Concord and Lydon- 
ville and Salem. 


The average life of the paint on a 


passenger coach is about eight years, 
when its condition becomes such that 
the only feasible and practicable rem- 
edy is the application of the blistering 
flame and scraping of the wood, after 
which process it is 
recoated 
and 


brought to a proper finish, which uun- 
dition is reached only after the appli- 
cation of about eight coats of paint, 
three or four of which are known as 
surfa,cer coats and are nearly rubbed 
off with pumice stone, the object being 
to obtain an even or level surface. This 
operation is followed by 
varnishing, 


three coats being necessary generally. 
The time consumed for thV perform- 
ance of the work is about, three weeks 
with the employment of modern meth- 
ods, while formerly several months 
were occupied in attaining the same 
results. A car thus treated is in fit con- 
dition, and with a couple coats of var- 
nish applied to its exterior annually its 
life is engthened eight or ten* years. 


An unusual thins: is going on as the 


cars pass through the shops this year; 
in fact, it never occurred before on so 
general a scale. The entire equipment is 
being renumbered in accordance with 
a system of classification issued in Oc- 
tober, 1900. As desirable as it was be- 
fore to do this, the tease of the Pitch- 
burg made it im-erative that the whole 
equipment be re-classified. Since the 
lease of the Fitchburg was affected, 
no less than 2590 cars have been renum- 
bered. 


About twenty-five per'cent of the en- 


tire freight equipment of the Boston 
& Maine is painted annually; 2160 cars 
were paimted during the six months 
ending December 31st last. For this 
purpose compressed air, with suitable 
machines, is enlisted and the paint 
blown on in the form of vapor and thp 
same method is used in the painting 
of trucks of the passenger coaches.
